“I want to debate him 
one-on-one — a 10-minute 
debate about the issue,” 


Bashir Mohamed, 17, said 
Sunday. 

Mohamed, who was 
born in a refugee camp in 
Kenya and came to Canada 
in 1997, attended the event 
at the Alberta Aviation Mu¬ 
seum to protest the federal 
government’s cuts to refu¬ 
gee health care. 

“I waited until around 
the end of his speech. The 
applause died down and I 
stood up,” he said. 

“I couldn’t get past the 
first sentence when a guy 
came up ... and dragged me 
out.” 

Protesters had gathered 
outside the museum as well. 

Kenney posted on Twit¬ 
ter Sunday that he shook 
Mohamed’s hand before his 


speech. 

“But he didn’t ask any 
question or raise any con¬ 
cerns at that time,” he 
wrote. 

Mohamed, who will 
begin studying political sci¬ 
ence at the University of 
Alberta this fall, said there 
simply wasn’t time. 

The policy, which came 
into effect July 1, removes 
access to pharmaceutical, 
dental and vision coverage 
for refugees. Announced in 
April, it is projected to save 
the government $20 million 
over five years.

Canadian authorities red- 
pencilled almost $4.3 billion 
in suspect assets belonging 
to dictators, allegedly cor¬ 
rupt officials and others in 
response to the Arab Spring 
uprisings, newly disclosed 
documents say.

Thousands of people in south¬ 
ern Japan remained cut off 
Sunday by floods and mud- 
shdes triggered by torrential 
rains that have killed at least 
26 people, local authorities 
said. 

Evacuation orders issued 
a day earlier for a quarter of 
a million people were lifted 
in most areas Sunday as the 
rains subsided, allowing many 
people to return home. 

But thousands remained 


cut off by landslides or fallen 
trees that blocked roads in 
mountainous areas. 

More than 3,000 people 
were left stranded in Yame, in 
Fukuoka Prefecture in south¬ 
western Japan, where roads 
were cut off to seven districts, 
the Kyodo news agency re¬ 
ported, citing local author¬ 
ities. The Japanese military 
airlifted food by helicopters to 
stranded districts. 

Local officials raised the 


death toll from the torrential 
rains in the northern parts of 
the K 3 mshu region to 26 and 
six people remain missing in 
Kumamoto, Oita and Fukuoka 
prefectures, Kyodo reported. 
Most of the victims were in 
their 70s and 80s. 

In Yame, a 70-year-old man 
died after being caught in a 
landslide, while another man 
died in Yanagawa, also in Fu¬ 
kuoka, after being retrieved 
from a car at an irrigation 


channel floodgate, according 
to local authorities, Kyodo re¬ 
ported. 

In Kyoto Prefecture, heavy 
rainfall of up to 90 millimetres 
per hour flooded around 100 
houses each in Kameoka and 
Kyoto. 

The Japan Meteorological 
Agency said that the worst 
was over, but predicted more 
rain and thunderstorms in 
some areas through Monday.

Taliban linked to 
wedding attack: 
Afghan minister 

An initial investigation into 
a bloody weekend suicide 
bombing at a wedding 
suggests the Taliban and 
terrorists were responsible, 
Afghanistan’s interior min¬ 
ister said Sunday. 

A suicide bomber drew 
close to a warlord-turned- 
lawmaker at his daughter’s 
wedding on Saturday, then 


blew himself up, killing the 
father of the bride and 22 
others. The Taliban have not 
claimed responsibihty for the 
attack, nor have they denied 
that they carried it out. 

The grisly attack showed 
again how militants still 
have the capability of caus¬ 
ing havoc in Afghanistan, 
despite a decade-long U.S.- 
led military campaign in 
Afghanistan, and two-and- 
a-half years before NATO 
is due to hand security 
responsibilities over to Af¬ 
ghan government forces.

Pakistan. Thousands 
protest reopening of 
NATO supply routes 



A mortar round hit a house 
belonging to a paramilitary 
soldier Sunday in northwest¬ 
ern Pakistan, killing his wife 
and three of his children, 
police said, not far from the 
newly reopened NATO supply 
crossing to Afghanistan. 

The soldier, Dolat Mir, was 
wounded in the explosion in 
Mera Sheikhan village near the 
Khyber tribal area, said police 
ofiicial Inayatullah Khan. 

The Khyber tribal region is 
one of two land routes for ferry¬ 
ing supplies to the U.S. and its 


allied NATO forces across the 
border in Afghanistan. Cha- 
man border in southwest Pak¬ 
istan is the other land crossing. 

Pakistan reopened both 
routes for NATO supplies on 
July 4 after a seven-month 
suspension.

Teen Vogue 
snubs 
protestors 

Two girl crusaders who staged 
a mock red carpet show 
against Teen Vogue said their 
meeting with the magazine’s 
top editor was brief and chilly. 
The two met with editor-in- 
chief Amy Astley for less than 
five minutes last week, when 
they delivered a petition 
bearing more than 28,000 
signatures after their Times 
Square protest. 

Astley did not talk to Emma 
Stydahar, 17, or Carina Cruz, 
16, about their request for 
Teen Vogue to declare in its 
pages that it doesn’t digitally 
manipulate images. Instead, 
the girls were given copies of 
Teen Vogue and told to use 
them to learn more about 
the magazine. “It was kind 
of shocking how rude they 
were to us,’’ Carina said in a 
statement.

When Rachel and her husband 
learned that they were preg¬ 
nant, they began to weigh the 
possibility of having a child 
with a severe genetic disorder. 

Conceiving at the “ad¬ 
vanced maternal age” of 35 
years old, Rachel was aware 
that both she and her husband, 
aged 40, were at a higher risk 
for having a child vyith down 
syndrome, among other condi¬ 
tions. They decided that should 
their fetus test positive for a 
severe genetic disorder, they 
would choose abortion. 

In retrospect, the now 
mother to a healthy baby boy 
says that she and her husband 
mainly considered quality of a 
life and what the baby would 
ultimately prefer. 

“We had to ask ourselves 
what we would want if we 
were the fetus. Life is challen¬ 
ging enough when you have all 
of your physical and emotional 
capacities in check,” she says. 

Acontroversialform 
of testing 

Emotionally, both pro-choice 
parents worried they could not 
be a sturdy support system to 
a struggling child. The fear of 
failing a suffering kid caused 
both Rachel and her husband 
multiple panic attacks as they 
readied their life for a new 
addition. 


Financial components also 
had husband and wife realizing 
that they couldn’t afford treat¬ 
ment for severe disabilities. 
At the time they found them¬ 
selves pregnant, Rachel had 
started a new business and her 
husband was a teacher. 

Rachel’s pact with her hus¬ 
band mirrors concerns some 
doctors have about the avail¬ 


ability of noninvasive genetic 
testing. Between daddy’s saliva 
and mommy’s blood, scientists 
can now access a baby’s entire 
genome with a peek into muta¬ 
tions that cause autism. 

Other developing blood 
tests can determine a baby’s 
likelihood to be bom with 
down syndrome following just 
a few weeks after conception. 


And imderstandably, doctors 
are concerned for what ethical 
territory some parents are will¬ 
ing to foray into. 

Dr. Arthur Caplan told ABC 
News that parents obtaining 
accurate genetic information 
about their unborn “will be 
among the most controversial 
forms of testing ever to appear 
in medicine as the debate over 


abortion and disabilities shift 
to whole genome genetic test¬ 
ing.” 

Marcy Damovsky, associate 
executive director of the Cen¬ 
ter for Genetics and Society, 
told The New York Times the 
accessibility of tests will cause 
“who deserves to be bom” dia¬ 
logues between parents and 
doctors.

V 2 -inch (1.5 cm) thick rustic

4. Slide dough rounds, on 
outdoor grill and cook over 
the fire. Cook each disk, 
one at a time, cook about 30 
seconds or until grill marks 
appear on bottom of rounds, 
turn and grill on other side, 
about 1 minute.

5. Brush each flatbread with 


garlic and oil. Top with moz¬ 
zarella slices, spinach and 
tomatoes. Break 1 egg into 
center of each flatbread. 

6 . Season flatbread with salt 
and pepper. Cover grill with 
greased foil paper and slide 
flatbread back onto greased 
aluminum foil on grill and 
cook tented with tinfoil until 
cheese is melted and egg is 
set, about 8 minutes. Remove 
from heat and let stand for 2 
minutes before cutting. Con¬ 
tinue process until all Break¬ 
fast Fiatbreads are finished.

All of these athletes are so 
young, so unaffected, so un¬ 
commonly nice.

There are a wide variety of 
Canadian candidates for that 
role in London, but few have 
the elfin charm of Laval, Que., 
native Jennifer Abel. 

When she walks into a 
room, Abel does so on her 
toes, like a dancer. She has 
that open, shghtly sideways 
smile designed for maximum, 
childlike endearment. She is 
shy, especially when speaking 
English. 

“I have been taking an Eng- 
hsh course,” Abel says. The ac¬ 
cent is hard, all Quebec.

Either, which proves that 
it’s working. 

Canada is not a factory pro¬ 
ducing child divers. Abel was 
one of the yoimgest ever when 
she earned a senior spot at age 
15, and an Olympic berth at 16. 
She placed a very respectable 
13th on the three-metre board 
in Beijing. 

While Canada’s diving 
team is still associated with 
two long-serving veterans — 
Emilie Heymans (Abel’s three- 
metre s 3 mchro partner) and 
Alex Despatie — it is Abel who 
comes in on the best run of 
form. 

She did not miss a podium 
during the 2011 season on the 
three-metre board. She won a 
bronze at the world aquatics 
championships in that event 
and a silver with He 3 mians 
in synchro. Along with free¬ 
style distance swimmer Ryan 
Cochrane, Abel was named 
Canada’s 2011 aquatic athlete 
of the year. 

This sort of achievement 
obviously requires focus, but 
Abel comes across as a dreamy 
sort.
